RUSSIANS IN RETREAT. 


Liaoyang Likely to Be Aban- 
doned with Great Loss of 
Stores, and Effort Made 
to Reach Harbin. 


[BY CABLE TO PHE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] | 
ST. PETERSBURG, May 17.—The news 
that the Japanese army has appeared in 


retreat all along the line is received here 
with general astonishment. 

The enemy's force northeast of Mukden is 
reported to consist of 60,000 troops, with 
nearly 100 guns. his, it is rumored, is the 
army which was first landed in Corea in 
March and from which nothing has been 
heard since it marched into the interior. 

It is announced in the Journal that Gen. 
Kouropatkin will abandon Liaoyang and re- 
Ure upon Harbin with 120,000 troops and 
there await the arrival of 55,000 men, now 
on the way from Kharkoff, in southern Rus- 
sia, and of 50,000 which are about to be dis- 
patched from the Moscow district. 

It is beginning to be suspected that Kour- 
opatkin will de compelled to retreat do rap- 
idly that he will have to destroy or abandon 
immense quantities of stores. 


Kouropatkin in Danger.

There is some difference of opinion among 
military writers here as to the constitution 
| of the Japanese force which is reported 
near Mukden. The military correspondent 
of the Daily Telegraph believes this force 
to consist of the Fifth and Sixth divisions of 
Kproki’s army, which. after pursuing the 
Russians to Fengwangcheng, appear to have 
turned up northward and to have occupled 
the pass, which gives comparatively easy ac. 
cess down the slopes of the mountains either 
tu Mukden or to Liaoyang. 

There have been vague but consecutive re- 
ports of these two divisions from an early 
period, and though the Japanese have been 
carefully silent about them, that makes it 
all the more likely that the movement !s im- 
portant and considerable in point of strength. 


Lost Jap Army Found. 


The Daily Mail says it must not be for 
gotten that three divisions which landed 
in Corea early in the war have since dis- 
appeared completely from view. These were 
the First division, landed at Chinnampo in 
March; the Fourth division, which was gar- 
risoning Seoul on March 10; and the Sixth, 


Hwangju in March. 

These three divisons, which are quite 60,000 
men strong, may have pushed up north from 
the Yalu and directed thelr movement on 


Mukden; or again the mysterious army may 


be a part of Gen. Kuroki's force. 


Japs on All Sides. 
Gen. Kuroki's army, which is composed of 
the Guards, the Second and Twelfth divi- 
sions, appears to be to the north of Feng- 
wangcheng, While the Fifth, Tenth, and 
Eleventh divisions were probably landed at 
Pitsewo and Takaushan, and are marching 
against the Russian front and right at Liao- 
yang.

JEROME THINKS IT A BLUFF. 


News Easily Obtained in Jersey City, 
and Rooms Continue in Business. 


— 


New York, May 17.—[{Special Absolute 
ly cut off from their racetrack service by 
the Western Union Telegraph company, the 
200 edd poolrooms in this city which had 
used it continued business this afternoon 
in other ways. 

The action of the Western Union in with- 
drawing its racetrack service is thought to 
have been forced by the district attorney. 

It was not until 2 o'clock this afternoon 
that Col. Clowry announced the cessation of 
the poolroom service. District Attorney 
Jerome was taken unawares by the an- 
nouncement. He had been making plans 
for an investigation of the company’s action 
in delivering horse racing information to 
poolrooms, and Justice Wyatt, in special 
sessions, it is said, had planned to issue sub- 
peenas calling the Western Union officials 
before him tomorrow morning. 


Poolroom Men Surprised. 


The order took the poolroom men by sur- 
prise, but they soon received information di- 
recting them as to how and where the West- 
ern Union racing service could be obtained. 
For the information of the general public 
President Clowry gave the following state- 
ment: 

“TI have on my own initiative directed the 
discontinuance of the reports of horse races 
to all classes of subscribers in the city of 
New York and the reports have been discon- 
tinued.“ 

After recovering froth their astonishment, 
the poolroom men began their plans for the 
continuance of the business. They found 
things had been made smooth for them, and 
by means of telephonic connection with 
Jersey City the service which was denied 
them here way supplied by that indirect 


route. 
McAdoo Says It & a Blunder.

Uneasiness at St. Petersburg. 

In the absence of advices the general staff 
is continuing its speculation, based on the 
latest reports of the appearance of consider- 
able bodies of the enemy in the northwest 
section pt Manchuria. 

The opinion prevails here that this is an 
indication of the intention of the Japanese to 
make an attempt to stop Gen. Kouropatkin's 
retreat northward while the main Japanese 
force is hurled against Liaoyang and Muk- 
den. 

It is believed here that the Japanese gen- 
erals must appreciate that they would lose 
the fruits of their achievement if Kouropat- 
kin retired unmolested to Harbin and there 
awaited reinforcements, leaving the invaders 
to hold the country and thereby losing men 
by disease. 

Say Japs “Are Too Weak. 

The Japanese course would have good 
prospects of success if they had sufficient 
strength, but the authorities here are con- 
vinted that the enemy is too weak to carry 
it out. 

As further showing that Kouropatkin never 
had any intention to attempt to stop the 
northward advance of the Japanese, a rail- 
road engineer who has just arrived here 
from the far east was quoted today as saying 
that when he talked with the commander in 
chief in February the latter wanted an ad- 
ditional line built in the rear of the Man- 
churiah army, so as to enable it to fall back 
and subsequently advance. The engineer 
added: 

„ Kouropatkin said he hoped to advance 
at the end of June, or, in case the rains in- 
terfered, at the end of August.

ATTACK ( ON PORT ARTHUR 
SAID TO BE IN PROGRESS. 


Mysterious Hint in Tokio Dispatch Al- 
ludes to Storming of Golden 
Hill Fort. 


LONDON, May 18, 3 a. m.—A report from 
Seoul states that the Japanese have been 
attacking Port Arthur since Monday. | 

The Tokio correspondent of the Chronicle 
refers to two wounded officers who were 
taken prisoners as the sole Japanese sur- 
vivors of the last gallant attack by a com- 
pany of twenty-four men on the Golden hill 
forts at Port Arthur. 

The correspondent possibly refers to a 
naval action, although the wording of the 
dispatch suggests a landstorming. Similar 
mysterious fragments of news percolate 
through Japanese censorship from time to 
time. 

There is hardly a line of news respecting 
Port Arthur. A correspondent at Tientsin 
Claims to have official Japanese authority 
for stating. that its investment by land and 
sea is considered complete. Communications 
‘of every kind with the fortress have been cut. 

‘Another dispatch from Tientsin asserts 
that the Russians are keeping up communica- 
tion as far as possible, but that the Japanese 
from Kalping are scattered all over the pen- 
insula. 

Rumors persist in asserting that Russian 
torpedo boats have managed to get out of 
Port Arthur. 


ALEXIEFF HAS HIS OWN WAY. 


Gen. Kouropatkin Wants to Abandon 
Port Arthur, but His Wishes Are 
Overruled. 


PARIS, May, 17.--A dispatch to the Temps 
from Vienna says information received there 
shows that the conflict between Viceroy 
Alexieff and Gen. Kouropatkinisacute. ‘ihe 
latter attributes the Russian defeat on the 
Yalu river to Viceroy Alexieff’s orders coun- 
termanding his previously given instructions. 

Gen. Kouropatkin, according to the Temps 
dispatch, now proposes the abandonment of 
Port Arthur, the junction of its forces with 
his army, and the retirement of the united 
forces to Harbin, maintaining that the pres- 
ent Russian force is not sufficient fo cope 
with the Japanese. 

Viceroy Alexieff holds this course to be 
folly, as the abandonment of Port Arthur 
would mean the loss of the fleet, the suffering 
of a moral defeat, and the risk of the extermi- 
nation of the Port Arthur force while seeking 
to make a junction with Gen Kouropatkin. 
The emperor’s entourage, it is added, tends 
to support Viceroy Alexieff.

Four United States Army Officers with

ST. PETERSBURG, May 17.—Maj. Mont- 

gomery M. Macomb of the United States ar- 
tillery corps left tonight in a special military 
train for Mukden, where he will report to 
Lieut.

It is, expected that a conference of the 
United/State military attachés with the Rus- 
sian army will be held at Mukden, at which 
a general plan of observation will be decided 
upon. 

Col. Schuyler will report on the eav- 
alry in general, Capt. Carl Reichmann of 
the Seventeenth infantry on the conduct and 
equipment of the infantry, Capt. William V. 
Judson of the engineer corps on the work of 
the engineers and of the railroad, and Maj. 
Macomb on the value of the artillery, com- 
missary, and transportation.

ST. PETERSBURG, May 17.—A proclama- 
tion signed by Admiral Alexieff has been 
posted throughout Manchuria warning the 
Chinese against harboring bandits, and de- 
claring that those doing so will be shot and 
thelr villages burned. 

The village of Tsilandan, between Mukden 
and Harbin, was burned on Sunday under 
the proclamation.

NOTABLE DAY FOR CZAR 


RUSSIANS 


BREAK THROUGH 
GUARDS TO CHEER EMPEROR. 


Thousands of Persons Sur 4 His 
Majesty After He Reviewed .the 
Troops, and as He Rides Among 
Them He Exchanges Words with 
Veterans of Former Wars — Ad- 
dresses the Soldiers Personally, 
Urging Them to Stand Bravely. 


KHARKOFTF, May 17.—The czar received a 
notable rebeption here today after reviewing. 
the troops about to start for the far east. 
The people, thousands in number, broke 
through the lines of troops and surrounded 
the emperor, cheering and giving every sign 
of devotion. He rgde among them on his 
horse, exchanging words with many of them. 
The incident proves the popularfty of the 
czar with his subjects. 

When the inspection was finished the bands 
were massed in accordance with Russian 
practice, the troops wheeled, and the review 
began. First came the foot soldiers, swing- 
ing along with théir guns at right shoulder, 
as if going into action. Then followed six 
squadrons of impressive Cossacks. Owing to 
the pressure of time the fleld artillery and 
machine guns did not participate in the 
review. Instead, his majesty called all the 
commanding officers, including the cap- 
tains, around him and talked to them ear- 
nestly and spiritedly of the empire's great 
interests which were at stake In the far east, 
arousing the greatest enthusiasm. 


| Talks to His Soldiers. 

Then the czar passed before the men, stop- 
ping his horse at every few paces and speak- 
ing personally to them of the duty of ac- 
quitting themselves well. His words evoked 
cheer upon cheer, and shouts of We will 
do the best we gan for your majesty,”’ the 
majority of the soldiers making the sign cf 
the cross as they sald this. 

In the meantime the crowd became so fran- 
tic that they broke through the lines and 
rushed pell mell across the field. The em- 
peror forbade the police to interfere with 
the people. 


Mingles with the People. 

When all was over his majesty rode good 
naturedly among the people, addressing here 
and there a veteran with a medal on his 
breast, asking where he served and seeming 
pleased when the veteran proudly replied 
that he had gone through the horrors of 
the Shipka pass under the emperor's father, 
then czarevitch, or participated in the storm- 
ing of Plevna. Not a few said they would 
Iike to serve again under a Nicholas Alex- 
androvitch. 

Almost invariably the soldiers 
the emperor as little father,“ who in reply 
always called them my children.“ No 
better insight could be had into the peculiar 
relation of the emperor to his subjects than 
was afforded by this scene. 


Prays for Victory. 

Afterward the emperor entered a carriage 
and drove down through the flag decked 
streets of the city to the Cathedral of S8. 
Peter and Paul, where he attended a te deum 
and prayed for the victory of the Russian 
arms. At 4 o’clock he departed for Poltava, 
where tomorrow, in Alexander square, at 
the foot of a column reared to commemorate 
Peter the Great's success in turning back 
the Swedish conquerors, he will review an- 
other dfvision of the Tenth army corps. 

He will then go to Koursk, Kalag, Orel, 
Tamboro, Rizan, and to several other places 
on his way back to, Moscow, completing the 
review of all the troops of the Tenth and 
Seventeenth army corps. . 

Repeatedly since his departure from St. 
Petersburg the emperor has talked of his 
great desire to go to the front, and he said 
he would assuredly go if the succession to 
the throne were assured.

BALFOUR FORCED 70 ACT 


MOVE BY CHAMBERLAIN PUTS 
MINISTRY IN QUANDARY. 


Proposes Amendment to Resolution of 
Member of the Opposition on Tariff 
Issue—Government Votes Found te 
Be Lacking and Cabinet Conference 
Is Called—Former Colonial Minister 
Refuses to Withdraw and Premier 
Makes Declaration. 


LONDON, May 18, 3 a. m.—It has devel- 
| oped during the last few days that the pro- 
posed amendment of Joseph Chamberlain to 
a resolution of a member of the opposition 
in the house of commons committing the 
government to a repudiation of the protec- 
tionist policy is likely to fail. Mr. Chamber- 
lain’s amendment simply expressed confi- 
dence in the policy of the government, and 
now it is felt it is certain not to get a ma- 
jority for the government owing to the un- 
expectedly large number of its supporters 
who are threatening to abstain from voting. 

A hurried cabinet council was held on Mon- 
day and a private conference was had in 
Premier Balfour’s room in parliament house 
last night to which Mr. Chamberlain was 
invited. It is understood Mr. Chamberlain 
was asked but refused to withdraw or modify 
his amendment, whereupon Premier Balfour 
was obliged personally to give notice of an 
amendment which will take precedence of 
that of Mr. Chamberlain. This will declare 
that the house declines to discuss the fiscal 
reforms and expresses continued confidence 
in the present administration.“ 

The debate will come tonight and it is ex- 
pected that the course Mr. Balfour has 
adopted will avert a crisis. 


MARCHAND MAY FIGHT FORCZAR 


Former French Colonel Says He Will- 
ingly Gives Up the Gold Lace 
of Dress Parades. 


PARIS, May 17.—Col. Marchand's career in 
the French army closed at noon today, when 
the official acceptance of his resignation was 
handed to him. He says he willingly gives up 
the gold lace of dress parades” and is 
ready to surrender his decorations if desired. 
However, if war breaks out, France can 
count on his devotion and life. Heintimates

Santa Cruz, Cal. May’ 17.—{ Special. ]— 
after an entire day spent in wrangling, and 
after savage attacks on the floor of the con- 
vention by half a dozen of the most prom- 
inent delegates of the state, the democratic 
convention tonight, by a vote of 365 to 346, 
voted to send a delegation to St. Louis in- 
structed for W. R. Hearst. This result was 
due entirely to the liberal use of money and 
promises of influence by Mr. Hearst's man- 
agers. 

When it was found last night that only 
twenty-three votes were needed to give him 
a majority for an instructed delegation 
Hearst’s barrel was broken open. Several 
San Francisco delegates who were broke 
when they struck Santa Cruz had their pock- 
‘ets full ef 320 gold pieces, and spent the 
money freely in the Barroéms last night. 


Hearst Is Flayed on the Floor. 


Today everything was delayed in order to 
permit the Hearst managers to exercise their 
influence over the weak delegates. The re- 
sult is that Hearst has won, although he re- 
ceived such a flaying in open convention 
from the leaders of his own state as no can- 
didate probably ever received before. 

The result adds to the bitterness between 
the factions of the California democrats.

Framing the Platform.

GEN. TYNER’S WORD WAS LAW. 


Former Postmaster General Says He Ac- 
cepted Subordinate’s Rulings on 
Fraud Orders as Conclusive. . 


Washington, 
Postmaster General Charles Emory Smith 
was called to the stand today in the Tyner- 
Barrett conspiracy case. He was examined 
as to the custom in the department in rela- 
tion to the issuance of fraud orders. 

Generally speaking. he said, the practice 
was for the assistant attorney general to 
send to the postmaster general a brief memo- 
randum of each case. He said he regarded 
Gen. Tyner as the competent law officer of 
the department. He was permitted to use 
his discretion. 

Speaking of the selection of Barrett to re- 
vise the postal regulations and the code, Mr. 
Smith said Barrett would not have been 
chosen if he had not been entirely competent. 
On cross examination, Maj. Conrad, special 
counsel for the government, obtained em- 
phasis to the statement of Mr. Smith that in 
the matter of signing fraud orders he acted 
on brief memorandums. 

Maj. Conrad asked Mr. Smith what action 
would be taken if he was satisfied that a 
fraud order should not have been issued, 

“If I thought the assistant attorney gen- 
eral had issued a fraud order without cause 
I certainly should cancel it,” said the wit. 
ness.

Together with President Wheeler and Chief 
Engineer Jackson of the tunnel company the 
postoffice officials made a tour of portions of 
the tunnel. Almost the entire day was spent 
in inspecting the underground passage ways. 
and the government officials expressed their 
satisfaction with the work. 

As quickly as possible the portion of the 
tunnel lying between the La Salle street and 
Union stations will be equipped with elec- 
tric cars capable of carrying tons of mail 
matter, and it is expected that by the middle 
of July the bulk of the through mail from the 
eastern roads arriving at the La Salle street 
station will be carried underground to the 
western road terminals ac the river. 

Mr. Shallenberger said last night he was 
particularly impressed with the value of the 
tunnels to the postoffice. department, es- 
pecially that portion of the system connect- 
ing the various railway terminals. 

Many Tons Transferred Daily. 

“As a matter of fact,” he continued, 
more mail is carried across the city of Chi- 
cago between the varicus eastern and west- 
ern railroad stations than there is for city 
distribution. Thousands of tons of mail are 
broüght into Chicago daily. This is one of 
the big distributing points of the country, 
and much of the mail goes through to points 
east and west of Chicago. The Lake Shore 
mail trains alone frequently carry six or 
seven cars loaded with mails. As it is at 
Tresent, all this mail has to be unloaded and 
carried across the city to various other sta- 
tions. Much of it goes to the union station, 
and the utilizing of the tunnel for that pur- 
rose will to my mind prove a great advan- 
tage. It will take some time to get every- 
thing in readiness, but I believe that within 
two months the telephone company will be 
able to handle a large portion of the traffic.“ 

It is claimed that the use of the tunnels 
will be less expensive in the end than the 
present method of carrying the mails by 
wagon. The cost of the wagen service is 
about $107,000 annually. The government 
has already appropriated $100,000 for the ex- 
periment, and it is understood that this is in 
excess of the sum now appropriated for the 
wagon service. The Illinois Telephone com- 
pany has made a tentative offer of $170,000 
for the contract. The officials say that it will 
be impossible to compute the entire expense 
of the new method of transporting the mails 
until the postoffice bui'dings, the substa- 
tions, and all railway stations are connected 
and in running order. 


STOCKBRIDGE EXECUTOR WINS. 


Michigan Court Does Not Sustain the 
Charges of Improper Conduct Against 
the Late Senator’s Administrator. 


Lansing, Mich., May 17.—[Special.]~—The 
Supreme court today affirmed the decision of 
the Kalamazoo Circuit court in construing 
the will of the late Senator Francis B. 
Stockbridge, which has been the subject of 
long litigation between the widow of the 
former senator and James L. Houghteling of 
Chicago, the executor. 

Senator Stockbridge left a number of an- 
nuities, among which was one of $20,000 
to his widow. Evidently intending that the 
estate should be settled in five years he ex- 
pressly limited the annuities to that perfod. 

The executor has been unable to close up 
the affairs of the estate, although nearly ten 
years have elapsed. Some of the annuities 
have not been paid for years. 

The charges of improper conduct by the 
executor, maae by Mrs. Stockbridge were 
not sustained by the court. 


NEW YORK FLAG LAW ILLEGAL. 


Court Holds That the Nationel Banner 
May Be Used for Advertising 
Purposes. 


Albany, N. T., May 17.—[Special.]—That 
portion of the flag law enacted by the state 
legislature of New York in 100% which pro- 
hibits the use of the American flag or any 
representation of it for advertising purposes 
was declared unconstitutional today by the 
Court of Appeals in the case of Jacob McPike 
of New York City. 

That portion of the act which providesthat 
those who shall publicly mutilate, deface, 
defile, defy, trample upon, or cast contempt, 
either by words or act, upon any such flag, 
color, or standard shall be guilty of mis- 
demeanor is by implication upheld as con- 
stitutional. 

McPike was convicted under the provision 
of the law relating to the use of the flag for 
business advertisements, and the court over- 
ruled his conviction.

Boston, Mass., May 17.—Judge Barker of 
the Supreme court today announced a decis- 
jon adverse to Receiver George W. Pepper 
of the Bay State Gas company of Delaware, 
in his action for the nullification of the sale 
of the Boston gas companies. The decision 
dismisses the bill of Receiver Pepper, which 
alleged that the sale was accomplished by 
fraud and conspiracy. 

In His decision Justice Barker says there 
was no evidence of any fraudulent.action or 
lack of faithfulness on the part of the Mer- 
cantile Trust company of New York nor upon 
the part of Henry H. Rogers. The court also 
exonerated the firm of Kidder, Peabody & 
Co.

No New Engagements Announced Yes- 
terday, Though at Least $16,000,000

There were no additional engagements of 
gold yesterday for export on tomorrow's 
steamer. If the movement has temporarily 
ceased it should afford some help to stock 
market prices, though the exchange situa- 
tion does not suggest a cessation of exports. 

The gold movement is for the moment 
plainly the principal factor in prices. Ship- 
ments announced for tomorrow are $2,000,000, 
while exports yesterday were given at $8,- 
500,000. Those last Saturday were $5,000,000. 
This makes a total of at least $16,000,000 to 
come out of this week's bank statement, 
and, with muy ordinary offset in cash from 
the interior, the statement should still re- 
fleet, a loss of $10,000,000 or $12,000,000 In cash. 

The course of the stock market yesterday 
showed that while it may work lower it does 
so slowly. At the same time, aftera general 
decline of over five or more points there is no 
rallying power of consequenee. It seems idle, 
therefore, to look for any advance while the 
present situation obtains. When the Bank 
of France shall have ceased to demand more 
gold the money situation may be expected 
again to grow easier. There is nothing in 
the fleld of general business which suggests 
a demand for money, and the trade which 
exists is not flattering, especially in the steel 
industry, where price cutting is generally 
admitted.

Washington, D. C., May 17.—The following 
is a summary of. the weekly crop bulletin 
issued by the weather bureau: 

The week, especially the latter part, was much 
too cool in all districts east of the Rocky moun- 
tains, and, respecting temperature, was less fa- 
vorable than the preceding week. Light to heavy 
frosts occurred over the northern portion of the 
central valleys and middle Atlantic states and in 
the lake region, with more or less injury. 

Light local rains afforded relief over limited 
areas in the south Atlantic and east gulf states, 
but the greater part of these districts continues 
to need rain and in some sections the drought is 
severe. The week was also too cool on the north 
Pacific coast, but there was ample heat in Call- 
fornia. 

Favorable Progress in Corn. 


While corn planting has been delayed in portions 
of Nebraska, Iowa, and Missouri, this work, asa 
whole, has made favorable progress in the states 
of the Missouri and Upper Mississippi valleys and 
has proceeded uninterruptedly in the Ohio valley. 
Planting is in progress in the Dakotas, Minnesota, 
Michigan, and New England, but ‘has not begun 
in Wisconsin and New York. 

In Texas the crop is in fine condition and well 
cultivated, and is tasseling in the southern part of 
that state. In the south Atlantic and central and 
east gulf states corn is generally backward and 
making slow growth, the stands being unsatis- 
factory. 

In Nebraska, Kansas, and Missouri the advance- 
ment of winter wheat has been favorable, and an 
improvement is generally reported east of the 
Rocky mountains, but the 2 of the crop in 
the states of the Ohio valley continues poor. Wheat 
is now heading as far north as the southern por- 
tions of Kansas and Missouri and harvest has be- 
gun in southern Texas. On the north Pacific coast 
the bulk of the crop its in promising condition, and 
while a fair crop is indicated in California the out- 
look in that state is not as good as earlier in the 
season. 


Wheat Seeding Generally Finished. 


Heavy rains prevented the completion of spring 
wheat seeding In portions of North Dakota and 
northern Minnesota, but seeding is practically 
completed elsewhere. The early sown is coming 
up and growing hicely in the Dakotas and south- 
ern Minnesota, but variable conditions are report- 
ed from Iowa. In Washington the crop has suf- 
fered from cold, but the outlook in Oregon is more 
favorable. 

With the exception of variable conditions in 
Iowa and unpromising in Missouri, the genera! 
outlook for oats in the principal eat producing 
states is promising. In the south Atlantic and 
east gulf states the crop is generally poor. Har- 
vesting has begun in the southern states, while

The action of the governing committee ot 
the Western union in refusing to suspend 
the 25 cent advance in rates at Evansville, 
Ind., which was promulgated on account of 
impaired fire protection, set a precedent for 
similar cases in the future.

tes on episcopacy has agreed to further rec- 


ommend the election of three missionary 
bishops, but the report has not yet been pre- 
sented. 

Naturally, speculation is rife concerning 
the men to be chosen to the episcopacy, but 
no one is able to predict with any degree of 
assurance what the outcome will be. 

Among those who seem to be in popular 
favor are: Dr. William F. McDowell, secre- 
tary of the board of education; Dr. James R. 
Day, president of Syracuse university; * 
James W. Bashford, president of Ohio W 
leyan university; Dr. Joseph F. Berry, editor 

of the Epworth Herald; Dr. Charles W. 
Smith, editor of the Pittsburg Christian Ad- 
vocate; Dr. P. Eckman, pastor of St. 
Paul’s Methodist Episcopal church in New 
York City; Dr. H. C. Jennings, agent of the 
Western Methodist Book concern; and Dr. 
George F. Bovard, president of the Univer- 
sity of Southern California. 


Pacific Coast’s Demand. 


It is commonly reported that Dr. Bovard’s 
election will be the Pacific coast’s demand 
im recognition of self-denying work in enter- 
ta g the conference. 

It is doubtful whether debating in the gen- 
eral conference will again reach as high a 
level as at this morning’s session. The issue 
was that of districting the bishops. The 
present law gives all the bishops coordinate 
authority throughout the whole church. For 
- their own convenience the bishops divide 
the annual conferences among themselves, 
each bishop having immediate supervision 
of the conference to which he has been as- 
signed until relieved by action of the board 
of bishops. 

The usual custom is to have the confer- 
ences supervised by one bishop during a term 
of six months: The change attempted this 
morning was to have the general confer- 
ence assign the bishops for a period of four 
years to specified districts. 


- Constitutional Question. 


The debate turned upon the constitutionali- 
ty of such a proceeding. As a member of tbe 
conference remarked, it was a battie of the 
Titans. 

It was expected that the vote would show 
a pretty even division of sentiment, but when 
a call was made for a show of hands the ma- 
jority in favor of maintaining the present 
status was large. It is altogether possible

Was the Only One of the Kind in Ris- 
ing Sun, Ind—Others Tell of Secing 
‘Myron Barbour with Shelle—Jury Is 
Secured at Bedford, Ind. te Try 
James McDonald, Charged with the 
Murder of Sarah Schafer. 


Rising Sun; Ind., May 17.—A census of the 
shotguns in Rising Sun was a feature of to- 
day’s hearing in the Gillespie murder trial, 
The result was believed to count against De- 
fendants James Gillespie and Myron Bar- 
bour. 

Deputy Sheriff Overly testified that there 
was only one gun in the village that carried 
the size ball with which Elizabeth Gillespie 
was killed, and that was owned by James 
Gillespie. This testimony was not quite 
consistent with that of Banjamin Harris, a, 
hardware dealer, who said he had heard 
there were two other such guns owned in 
the village, but had seen only Gillespie's. 


Barbour Had Shells.
